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Fantastic Salton Sea 


This big inland ocean may some day become 


an equally fantastic sport fishing paradise 


Tx say that on a still, clear day 
when the surface of California’s Salton 
Sea is quiet, you can look down from a 
plane through the water and see a 


railroad engine complete with coal car 


still sitting there on an old narrow 
gauge railway! The train is covered 
with barnacles now and schools of 
mullet swim over and through the cab. 
Lately, within the Jast year, anchovettas 
— little sardines, newcomers to the Sea 
from the famous fishing waters off the 
West Coast of Mexico — swarm by the 
stack. And occasionally a “tarpon” 
slashes up out of the shadow- of the 
boiler at the passing sardines. 
Fantastic? Sure. But, the whole story 
of the Salton Sea is fantastic anyway. 
Before the Colorado River went on a 
rampage in 1905 the area was known 
as the Salton Sink, nothing but a dry 
basin 250 feet below sea level. There 
were some salt mines in the bottom of 
it. A narrow gauge railway served

them, carrying out salt and bringing in 
fresh water and supplies from some fifty 
miles away. 

Then came a day after heavy rains 
when millions of gallons of water began 
spilling over the banks of the flooding 
Colorado River and cascading through 
the desert into the Salton Sink. It came 
so fast it caught the engineer of the little 
narrow gauge railway train with a low 
head of steam. So he just let her sit, and 
executed that military maneuver known 
as “getting the hell out of there.” The 
waters covered the train, so it must be 
there yet and maybe it really can be 
seen from the air on a clear still day. 

For three years — 05, 06, ‘07 — the 
Colorado continued to flood, spilling its 
surplus into the Sink, and the Sink 
became a Sea. Then for several years 
the water receded under the hot, thirsty 
desert sun. Everyone naturally expected 
it would dry up completely. But with 
the development of the irrigation sys-

POPOWSKI WINS CROW ‘CHAMPIONSHIP 


BERT POPOWSKI, author of Crow 
Shooting and a frequent contributor 
to Outdoors, proved that his articles 
on crow hunting weren’t pure fiction 
by winning the recent National Crow 
Shooting Championship from a field 
of 52 shooters, including five former 
national titlists.

tion we were hunting and we both de- 
cided to leave this old girl and her early 
litter alone.

HE fisherman’s face was very red. 
He had bragged too loudly and 
once too often about the big fish 
he'd taken on his “3%-ounce” fly rod. 
Somebody “brought out a postal seales 
and placed the rod upon them. A great 
hush fell over the gathering on the hotel 
porch as the needle swung right up past 
the 3%-ounce mark and finally came to 
~ rest at 44. Someone snickered and some- 
one else broke into a loud guffaw. The 
funny part of it all was that the red- 
faced fisherman actually thought he 
was using a 3%-ounce fly rod because 
that’s what the label said it was. 
It looks as if some manufacturers 
and some fishermen want to have their 
cake and eat it, too—like the fellow 
who had a 5-ounce rod with a skeleton 
reel seat and decided to have a locking 
reel seat put on it instead. The new 
weight was a fraction over 6 ounces 
but he continued to call it a 5-ounce 
rod. He had acquired the advantage of 
a locking reel but wasn’t willing pub- 
licly to pay the price in added weight. 
Some time back a few of the manu- 
facturers started listing weights less 
the reel seats instead of total weights 
and supplying. the reel seat weights 
2 so that an angler interested in the net 
weight, less reel seat, could find it by 
simply subtracting.. That method of 
listing gave them latitude to use any 
type of reel seat and still label the 
rod with a uniform weight, giving a 
better sales impression where heavy 
reel seats were used. We _ recently 
looked over a salt water fly rod marked 
5h ounces which actually weighed: 7% 
ounces on the scales. It was made by 
one of the country’s best known and 
“most respected tackle firms. The dis- 
crepancy in this case is so great that 
it can’t help starting a bit of .wonder 
in the mind of the buyer. Is that 5%- 
ounce figure really accurate? Didn’t the 
~ manufacturer fudge a little bit and 
make the bamboo, guide. and ferrule 
content of the rod sound lighter than 
it really was? There’s not much the 
average angler can do except go on 
wondering because it would be expen-

' Thus it appears that the greater share 
pt the rods in the stores are listed at 
their true total weights but that both 
the highest as well as medium grade 
tods a purchaser may find fly rods 
weighing more than the ticket says they 
do. It is not my place to tell the manu- 
‘acturers how they should list their 
dy rod weights but it is very much my 
duty, as I see it, to advise all of you 
readers that the weights on the tickets 
f the fly rods you buy will not always 
be the total weights. Unless you know 
the policy of the manufacturer of the 
rod and have faith in his integrity, the 
isest thing you can do is to insist upon 
having the rod put on a scales when 
ou buy it. 
(TN ruese days of claims and counter 
i claims of prowess in taking fish on 
light fly rods, it behooves each claimant 
to weigh his own rods on a tested scales 
before he makes his claims. My own 
-foot Orvis is on the scales before me 
as I write and the needle stands at 
% ounces. I would be inclined to 
resent the claim by another angler to 
equal ability if he said he equalled my 
fishing feats with a supposed 2%-ounce 
rod which actually weighed 3 ounces. 
ven if he claims his reel seat weighs 
4% of an ounce (some weigh less) and 
mine only weighs % of an ounce, how 
an he prove it? I'm sure any angler 
who takes pride in his ability to cast a 
fly or subdue a fish on delicate tackle 
would feel much the same. 

~The advent of the locking reel seat 
boosted the weight of fly rods. The 
vogue for the locking reel seat’ was due 
in large part to the variation in reels 
which made it difficult to make a 
wooden or cork reel seat that would 
hold all reels securely. I hope that, too, 
will one day be rectified. Some of us 
may live to seé the day when any 
American fly reel can be fitted snugly 
and securely to any American fly rod. 
But that’s another story. 

The locking reel seat is not a neces- 
Sity, just a convenience, and sometimes 
questionable one, at that. For those 
tho like their fly rods light in weight 
ch a reel seat is a heavy luxury. By

day, had to run a gauntlet of pelicans. 
It is doubtful if any of the fish sur- 
vived, but the possibility is intriguing. 

In 1934 the California Division of 
Fish and Game attempted unsuccess- 
fully to introduce silver salmon to the 
waters of the Sea, but the experiment 
also failed — apparently. However, 
with small bait fish now available in 
quantity, perhaps these fish or others 
can become established. Suppose, for 
example, sailfish could make themselves 
at home in the Salton Sea! 

Commercial fishermen taking mullet 
from the Sea are restricted to gill nets 
of 53-inch mesh, which allows fish 
smaller than mullet to pass through, 
and prevents larger ones from getting 
caught. But every once in a while com- 
mercial fishermen complain about some- 
thing entangled in their nets that is 
bigger and stronger than any of the 
known fish in the Sea, something that 
tears the nets to pieces and never gets 
caught. 

Anyone familiar with ocean fish 
knows that when schools of bait fish 
begin jumping it is a good guess that 


predator fish are underneath, feeding | 


and driving the smaller fish to surface. It 
is no uncommon sight to see schools of 
large mullet jumping in the Salton Sea, 
and recently the anchovettas have been 
seen boiling the surface, too! 

Officially, the Sea now holds only 
mullet, some native minnows and ten- 
pounders. But California has now be- 
come interested in developing the 
Salton Sea as a possible sport fishing 
area.

“Why not?” I asked. 

“Look,” the doctor said. “I’ve got a 
friend here in town who fishes buck- 
tails all through the season. He’s a 
good fisherman, and he’s fished around 
here for fifteen years. And he’s never 
caught a trout over fiwwe and a half 
pounds!” 

“Just a minute, doctor,” I said, rock- 
ing back on my heels. “Exactly what do 
you mean by a big brown trout?” 

“Well,” said the doctor, “I’ve never 
thought of defining it in exact terms. 
But as a rule, when folks around this 
section talk about a big trout, they 
mean something over eight pounds.” 

I explained that when I said “big,” 
I meant a brown eighteen inches or 
over, and would, in fact, settle for 
seventeen and three-quarters in an 
emergency. The doctor said oh, that 
was different; I could probably dredge 
up quite a few of that size, if I hit 
even halfway decent conditions. 

As it turned out, my biggest trout in 
two days of hard fishing went just over 
fifteen inches, thanks to a combination 
of low water and my usual incompe- 
tence—but I did learn that what the 
doc had told me was true, and that a 
trout which on the Beavyerkill or the 
Ausable would be considered a lunker 
was, in that section (which I’m obliged 
not to mention), a fish to be patted on 
the tail and turned loose to grow up.

is by no means a new sport, but 

its one that frequently is over- 
looked. It would be hard to locate a 
body of salt water on the earth where 
some form of shark isn’t found. Of 
course, the closer to the equator you 
go the greater number of sharks you 
will find and the more varied the spe- 
cies will be. If you're the venturesome 
type you may want to try your hand at 
shark fishing. The odds are all in favor 
of you catching one and, contrary to 
popular belief, the action will be fast 
and furious — especially if you are 
using medium weight tackle and doing 
your fishing from a small boat. 

Unlike other fish, sharks are always 
hungry. It seems to make little differ- 
ence how much food they have already 
eaten, if they spot a chunk of something 
that looks like grub you can bet they 
are going to bite at it. Because a shark 
is a practical creature, and since he’s 
well aware of his appetite, ‘then it only 
stands to reason that he’s going to hang 
around the spots where the food supply 
is plentiful. 

To find the greatest concentration 
of sharks you will do well to ask the 
local commercial fishermen. These are 
the lads who know only too well where 
the sharks are found and they hate ’em 
with a passion. Considering the dam- 
age even a medium-size shark can do 
to one of those several-hundred-yard 
seines its only logical that the com- 
mercial boys would despise the whole 
shark population. 

If you’re going to do your shark fish- 
ing from a rowboat then look for your 
quarry around the inside channels, the 
mouths of inlets and jetties, and on the 
flats around close-to-shore islands. The 
best time for fishing is right about the 
turn of the tide, and for a couple of 
hours after the tide starts in. The sec- 
ond best time is the two hours follow- 
ing the outgoing tum. If you plan your 
trip when the turn of the tide occurs 
around sunrise or sunset, then so much 
the better. Frequently, shark fishing 
pays off in big dividends after dark. 
But it’s always a good idea to make a

couple of daylight trips first so you 
can get the hang of it. 

If you are the average fisherman who 
gets a crack at salt water fishing for 
only about two weeks out of the year 
your supply of tackle will probably be 
limited. If you have a six-foot rod with 
a 12-ounce tip and a 6/0 reel that will 
hold something over 300 yards of 27- 
thread line then you're well fixed. It 
should be said right hére that these 
figures are not ironclad. A shade 
smaller will fill the bill just as well as 
will gear that is a bit on the heavier 


side. For a hook that you can depend 
on get a 20/0 Kirby with about three 
feet of small chain. This should be 
attached to several feet of high grade 
leader wire. ty 

Other than the fundamental tackle 
mentioned above you will need a strong 
gaff hook, sharp knife, belt rest for yout 
rod, and it’s good insurance to carpy 
along a pistol or revolver — better 
check with the local port authorities on 
this first; however. 

Choice of bait is fairly wide. Fish is

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sharks. Whole mullet, mackerel, or any 
fish will be suitable. Force the hook 


into the fish somewhere about the anal 
fin and work it forward until the point 
comes out the gill opening. Since your 
hook is a large one and likely to tear 


the fish pretty badly a good method of | 


keeping it on the hook is by wrapping 
several turns of heavy cotton line 
tightly around the spot where the-hook 
has entered the flesh. 

With the reel drag off and the click 
set the bait should be tossed out sev- 
eral yards from the side of the boat 


| and allaywed to sink. If the chum bas- 


ket has been over the side for a few 
minutes the chances are good that you 
will have a strike almost by the time 
the bait reaches the bottom. 

The strike may or may not be a fast 
one. Often a shark will think he has 
found a new feeding ground and will 
be in no hurry to leave. In a minute 
or so, however, your line will suddenly 
grow taut. When it does, set the hook 
with all the enthusiasm you can mus- 
er. Heave back on that rod as if you 
might be trying to snatch a hunk out 
of the bottom of the bay. There are 
two good reasons for this violent hook 
setting. One is that the inside of a 
shark’s mouth is tough — plenty tough, 
and you want to be sure he’s hooked 
securely on the first lunge. The second 
reason is that if the shark really gets 
the feel of the hook from the beginning 
he’s going to start right out fighting. 


eT the shark run at first after you 
have set the hook. If he does pass 
beneath the boat take your time and get 
the line clear before you start tighten- 


‘ing down on the drag. If you are in the 


boat alone, your best seat is the one 
just forward of the stern. Here you 
have complete freedom to turn about 
in any direction and the boat will ride 
better if the shark decides to tow you. 
One of the favorite tricks of a hooked 
shark is to head for a deep hole and 
sound. Frequently, a sounded shark 
will sulk until you are positive your 
line has been fouled around some un- 
derwater obstruction. Here, steady pull- 
ing on the part of the fisherman is next 
to useless. A shark is a powerful crea- 
ture and, provided he is large enough, 
all he needs to do is point his head 
slightly downward and wag his tail 
while you sit up there wearing your- 
self out. One way of stirring a sulking 
shark into action is to give a series of 
violent yanks on the rod. Let the line 
go slack between each jerk so that 
each time you heave back the hook 
chain slaps the shark on the side of his 
head.

shark may last only 30 or 40 minutes,

HH... are a few personal items in-

The same _ thing 
holds true of quail, to a certain extent. 

All this suggests a partial solution to 
the posted land problem. Many sports- 
men’s clubs now raise or buy their own 
pheasants for release in areas where 
they can survive and furnish good shoot- 
ing. In many cases it is cheaper to buy 
birds from private breeders than to raise 
them in unsuitable quarters. Either way, 
clubs and individuals can improve local 
shooting at a reasonable cost. 


Just north of New York City the 


Sportsmen’s Club of North Westchester 
raises its own birds from day-old chicks 
provided by the state, and releases them 
just before the season opens. The 
Orange County Federation of Sports- 
men’s Clubs of New York releases club- 
reared birds, as well as many purchased 
out of club funds, to restock surround- 
ing areas open to members for hunting. 
Clubs in many other states are doing the 
same with both pheasants and quail.

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COCKER COMEBACK

HE OTHER night I sat at dinner 

with a group of cocker spaniel en- 

thusiasts in New York and listened 
with a great deal of pleasure to a 
discussion of this fall’s plans for cocker 
spaniel activities in field trials. About 
ten years ago, the sport of cocker 
spaniel field trials had’ just about 
reached its peak in this country. The 
war years found it in a decided de- 
cline but to one who has the interest 
of the breed sincerely at heart, it is 
most encouraging to know that this 
sport is again on the upgrade and the 
coming season is approached with re- 
newed vigor and enthusiasm. 

At the dinner there was considerable 
good-natured banter concerning a re- 
cent article written by a protagonist of 
the Weimaraner, a new breed to this 
country which has recently been widely 
publicized. The article expressed the 
hope that the Weimaraner, said to be 
famous as a hunting dog in its native 
Germany, would not suffer the same 
fate as the cocker spaniel in America 
—‘“degenerate into a household pet”. 
Coming from an exponent of a breed 
that has yet to win its spurs in Ameri- 
can game fields, the remark was con- 
sidered as decidedly premature, to say 
the least. In this I thoroughly agree. 

For many years the cocker spaniel 
has been a favorite with many grouse 
and woodcock gunners. Since the im- 
portation of the ringneck pheasant and 
the spread of this wily bird through 
many of the states in the northern tier, 
the cocker has become increasingly 
popular with sportsmen who go afield 
in search of the cagey Chink. The 
popularity of the cocker as a house- 
hold pet is no fault of his. On the con- 
trary; this redounds with great credit 
on the handsome little fellow who is 
so anxious to please his master in any 
capacity possible. In fact, many. cocker 
spaniel owners have been converted to 
the sport of hunting through interest 
in their dogs. They bought their span- 
iels originally as household pets, but 
later became interested in seeing what 
the “cocking spaniel”, would do in the 
field. In the majority of cases they were 
not disappointed. 

Anyone who has any doubt as to the 
cocker spaniel’s field abilities should 
drop in on any of the eight field trials 
planned for the East this fall. Stakes, 
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both for cockers and springers, will 
be held at each event and here the 
spectator will see this busy little game- 
getter display his wares in the tough 
going of typical hunting country. Start- 
ing early this fall and ending in Novem- 
ber, the trials will be held on six 
successive week-ends. They will be held 
at Albany, Verbank, Armonk and Long 
Island, all in New York State and at 
Valley Forge, Pennsylvania.
